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Foreign Ministers 
Fear Side Issues 


“You cannot, establish freedom, my 
fellow citizens, without force, and the 
only force you can substitute for an 
armed mankind is the concerted force of 
the combined action of mankind through 
the instrumentality of all the enlightened 
governments of the world.” 


The speaker was Woodrow Wilson. 
The time was the autumn 1919—36 long 
years ago, many of them filled with 
agony. 

His words come back to us now. 

In Paris the foreign ministers of the 
“Big Three” work at presenting a united 
front to the Russians when the Geneva 
Conference is held. 

An effort is being made to substitute 
the combined action of mankind through 
the instrumentality of enlightened gov- 
ernment to forestall a third great war. 


The ministers are in agreement about 
their policy with regard to a united Ger- 
many. 


But, as usual, side issues almost surely 
will divert attention from the chief issue. 

The narrow valley called ““The Saar,” 
has come back into international politics. 
Led by a former Nazi officer the people 
there have voted against being an inter- 
nationally protected economic entity with 
its own government: This is a blow to 
West Germany, and to the West in 
general. 

It muddies waters. And the Russians 
fish best in unclean streams of national- 
isms and emotions. 


The Russian sale of arms to a fer- 
menting, angry, frustrated Egypt, and 
the demand of Israel for’ the right to 


match those arms, will be an explosive, 
controversial side issue. 

So will the election in Viet Nam where 
the people voted, properly, to oust Bao 
Dai, who for more than a year has been 
a parasite luxuriating on the French Riv- 
iera. This may prevent any possibility 
whatever of a unification election pro- 
vided by the 1954 meeting at Geneva 
in which the harassed French, bled white 
by the long war in Indochina, agreed to 
a partition and a plebiscite. With the sands 
of history’s hourglass running out oa their 
African empire, the French likely will 
find Viet Nam proclaiming full independ- 
ence of them—and the Communists. 

This is a fateful period, a sort of 
anniversary of the time when the League 
of Nations was done to death by impatient, 
visionless men. We will be wise now to 
try our best to retain the United Nations— 
not a success, but not by any means a 
failure—in place of the concerted action 
of war.

Undersea Warfare Is 


Moving Ahead Rapidl y 


There is not much talk about it, but 
advances in submarine warfare are quite 
as spectacular as those in the guided 
missile, rocket and intersteHar space di- 
visions. 

The business of submarining tradition- 
ally is the silent service. But not even 
silent submariners can keep the Secretary 
of the Navy quiet. Just recently, Sec. 
Charles S. Thomas confirmed reports that 
the atomic submarine, Nautilus, could 
travel around the world without surfacing. 

This truly is a staggering feat and 
adds a new dimension to sea warfare. 
A submarine safely under water is a dan- 
gerous and hidden threat in any man’s 
war. Submarines are really vulnerable 
only when surfaced, and apparently the 
United States has armored the Nautilus 
and the ships that will follow her with 
the cloak of invisibility. 

As in other phases of warfare, the 
Russians are right up with us in their 
undersea fleet. U.S. News and World Re- 
port announced recently that a Russian 
submarine had completed a 21,000-mile 
round trip undetected between her home 
and Antarctica. The Russian, how- 
ran on the surface at night, but 
still the journey was no mean accomplish- 
ment. 

Russian sea policy seems to be aimed 
at building up the greatest submarine 
fleet in the world, a smart mové, Subma- 
rines are the most useful of craft, and 
Germany came within inches of control- 
ing the shipping lanes and winning two 
world wars with her undersea flotillas.

A Flexible Credit Policy 


Is Changing, 


by Definition 


The past three weeks have produced several subtle but highly 


important changes in the economic picture. 


President Eisenhower's 


heart attack has forced businessmen in general to do some sober 
thinking about the nature of the current boom and the prospects for 


the economic future. 

On the whole, this is healthy. 
The threat of inflation — which 
was very real only three weeks 
aco—has abruptly moved into the 
background. In the thoughtful re- 
appraisal that fellowed the bad 
news from Denver a lot of people 
decided that speculation in inven- 
tories, commodities and common 
stocks was not after all such a 
sure thing. This cash of cold water 
was enough to take the feverish- 
ness out of the boom. Confidence 
remains, but it is a realistic confi- 
dence based %m a hard look at 
business and not on the easy as- 
sumption that things cannot pos- 
sibly go any way but up. 

This new mood will .make ‘life 
for the various government 
otiicials who have been trying to 
keep the business boom from get- 
ting out of hand, But it may also 
force them to do a quick remodel- 
ing job on the cortrols they set up 
lo prevent a speculative spree. 
‘The Federal Reserve, in particu- 
lar, Will be watching the new situ- 
ation with a questioning eye. For 
ihe past three years, the Fed has 
tailored its monetary and credit 
controls to the business situation. 
By moving quickly and in smail

Steps, it has developed a credit 
pohey that is [exible and effec- 
tive, both on the rises and on the 


declines, The ossence of this policy 
is a Willingness to turn around 
cuickly, a refusal to nail any par- 
ticular banner to the mast and 
leep it there. 

Today, money is tight. It is a lot 


tighter, in fact, than the level of 
interest rates suggests—because it 
has become harder and harder to 
borrow money at any rate. 

This policy cf restraint plainly 
made sense three weeks ago when 
the monetary authorities were try- 
ing to damp down an excess of 
confidence. But the Fed may very 
v.ell decide that it is an inappropri- 
ately Spartan measure now. 

As this happens, businessmen 
will have to xnow what it means 
if they are to make the most of it. 
A shift to a neutral credit policy 
won't be intended as an invitation 
to speculators. It won't be an at- 
tempt to run up prices. 

What it will be is a realistic 
recognition of the new shading that 
the business picture has taken on, 
a demonstration ol the fact that a 
flexible credit policy, by definition, 
has to keep changing.

The argument is between Gen. 
MacArthur, who contends that 
the Yalta concessions to Moscow 
were ‘‘fantastic,’’ and those who 
believe that the Yalta agreements 
were prudent and defensible in 
view of the military position 
which then prevailed. 

Numerous big headlines, for 
example, read about like this: 
‘MacArthur Says Never Con- 
sulted on Yalta Deal.’’ Nobody 
of any standing has said that 
Gen. MacArthur was consulted 
and the official record confirms 
that Gen. MacArthur was accu- 
rate in stating that he wasn't. 
The point is not at issue. 

What, then, seems to me help- 
ful is to try to see how closely 
Gen. MacArthur and the Yalta 
defenders come together at dif- 
ferent points and wherein there is 
genuine and significant disagree- 
ment.

—QQOne Who Threw in the Towel 


I do remember the case of an official for whom the water 
got so hot he threw in his striped towel. This unique situation 
developed after the Georgia-North Carolina game in the Sugar 
Bowl in 1947. Tar Heels went home nursing deep wounds inflicted 
by what they consider rashly unjust officiating. They seethed and 
fussed all winter about close decisions that figured in two -vital 
plays while they lost to Charley Trippi and his circus, 20-10. 

One of the officials involved was a fellow from the South- 
ern Conference. He was a textile mill executive in Spartan- 
burg, 8.C. The post-mortems went hard with him because 
films of the game showed that he reached into his pocket for 
the signal flag, hesitated uncertainly, then jammed the rag 
back out of sight. 

The North Carolina interpretation of this, act was that the 
official had choked on the play. The Georgia interpretation was 
that reconsideration was the better part of judgment and that the 
correct decision had resulted. 

At any rate, the crush of violent publicity fell SO heavily on 
the unfortunate official that he went home to his mill office and 
never officiated a game again. Once I talked to him about the 
game and he became so emotionally affected by the mention of 
it that he choked with tears.
